A resolution urging an investigation 
to locate the source of bad odors east 
of the $195,000 sewage plants on Peach- 
tree creek was sprung in council yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Alderman James R, Nutting, of the 
sixth ward, introduced the measure, 
and had it referred to the sanitary 
committee, of which Councilman Claude 
L. Ashley, of the fourth ward, is chair- 
man. 

The investigation will begin immedi- 
ately, according to Chairman Ashley, 
and, if the odors which Peachtree road 
residents bitterly complain about are 
traceable to the Armour Fertilizer 
company plant, City Attorney James L. 
Mayson will be asked to institute suit 
to stop it. 

“Do Not Come From Creek.” 

Captain R, M. Clayton, chief of con- 
struction, declared Monday that the 
odors do not come from the creek, and, 
to substantiate his claim, 
sistant Engineer W. A. Hansell and 
Carl Brittain with a Constitution re- 


the Peachtree Heights 
property. An investigation was also 
made at the point where the sewer 
flows into the creek, but no objection- 
able matter was traced, and not the 
slightest odor came from the water 
according to Engineer Hansell. 

The only refuse discovered Was 4a 
slight coating of oil waste near the 
outlet. 

W. D. Ellis, Jr., bas given an opinion 
that the city can prevent the fertilizer 
factory from using the creek. The 
city’s engineers say that the odors are 
not carried in the waters of the creek, 
but in the air. Residents along Peach- 
tree road declare that they are en- 
titled to relief through the city, no 
matter from which source the odors 
come. The city attorney has been ask- 
ed *to give council an opinion as to 
what power the city has to correct a 
nuisancé outside of the city. 

Residents Are Disgusted. 

“People living out near the Peach- 
tree creek are thoroughly disgusted 
with the conditions,” a resident said 
Monday afternoon, “and, unless the 
city affords prompt and substantial re- 


ing through 


lief, we will be forced to abandon our | 


homes,” 

According to Captain Clayton, chief 
of construction, the odors complained 
about cannot possibly come from ordi- 
nary city sewage. In October the sew- 
age which flowed into Peachtree creek 
from the Butler street and Highland 
avenue outfalls was diverted to 
intercepting sewer leading to the site 
of the new Peachtree plant, which has 
not been completed. 

The fertilizer plant lies about a mile 
from Peachtree road, on the creek. It 
is outside the city limits. Assistant 
Engineer Hansell says that there its 
little waste or refuse dumped into the 
creek from the fertilizer plant, and he 
attributes the nauseous odors to the 
products in the process of manufac- 
ture. The sewage from the Druid Hills 
section is turned into the intercepting 
sewer, and very little, if any, enters 
the creek. 

Investigation Begins Immediately. 
Councilman Ashley says the investi- 
gation will be made immediately, He 
says he will call a meeting of the saii- 
committee, and will urge every 
make an inspection of the 
the fertilizer factory. 
“If the trouble arises from 
sewage with the water of the 
the construction department will 
called upor. to remedy the“condition 
immediately. 

“The people living in the_ section 
which is injured are entitled to relief 
regardless of the source. If it is the 
fertilizer factory, it should be con- 
demned as a nuisance, and the city 
should not hesitate to go to court to 
corect it.” 

Alderman Nutting’ says the people 
living near the creek are up in arms. 
Some blame the odors on the sew- 
age in the creek, and others charge 
that the fertilizer factoryv is responsli- 
ble. Quite a number say they will be 
forced to abandon their homes. 

“It is just fearful. There are a lot 
of people who have summer homes out 
there. They spend almost all their 
time in their summer homes to get out 
of the dust and noise of the city. They 
are certainly to be pitied if they cannot 
find comfort out there.” 

Nuisance Must Be Corrected. 
Alderman Nutting says he will press 
the matter in council until the nuisance 
is finally corrected. 

Chief Clayton says he will do his 
utmost to have the Peachtree plant 
completed by June 15. He instructed 
his assistant to notify Chester A. 
Dady, the contractor, that he must 
show contracts for enough stone to 
complete the contract on time. 

Assistant Engineer Hansell stated 
that if Dady fails to show the_con- 
tracts the construction department will 
certify to the sewer committee and bond 
commission that Dad yis not making 
satisfactory progress on the plant, and 
council can procéed to annual the con- 
tract. The sewer committee will meet 
next Tuesday, and Chairman Fletcher 
Quillian, of the bond commission, will 
probably be asked to call the commis- 
sion to join in the meeting. -

Mexico City, February 17.—President

Washington, February 17.—Two 
thousand United States marines from 
various barracks along the Atlantic 
coast today were ordered to Cuba, 
there to be held In readiness for pos- 
sible use in Mexico. Half of them will 
leave tomorrow night from Philadel- 
phia on the army transport Meade, al- 
ready on its way from Newport News 
for the purpose. 

The second thousand will start from 
Norfolk on the naval transport Prairie, 
which, it is expected, will clear Wed- 
nesday. The marines will be drawn 
from the barracks at Norfolk, Wash- 
ington, Philadelphia, New York, Ports- 
mouth, Boston and Charleston. 

To Gather at Guantanamo. 

Guantanamo is the present objective 
point of the marines, who will be es- 
tablished in camp in connection with 
the fleet under the command of Rear 
Admiral Badger. Whether these men 


depend on Mexican developments. 

Besides the movement of the ma- 
rines, two army transports were or- 
dered tonight to proceed at once from 
Newport News to Galveston, Texas, 
where they might be close at hand for 
the movement of troops from the bor- 
der, should an emergency arise.

PORK BARREL MEASURE 
SLIDES THROUGH HOUSE

Washington, February 17.—(Special ) 
Amid great rejoicing and in defiance 
of the conservative members who 
urged retrenchment and the cutting 
down of expenditures, the house this 
afternoon passed an omnibus public 
building bill, commonly called a “pork 
barrel bill,” carrying $25,800,000.

Neglect, apathy and density of vision in 
the case of Roy Walker flowered in an ef- 
fort at self-destruction. The same qualities, 
the same callous refusal] to recognize the 
inescapable brotherhood of men, may and 
does develop penalties in any number of 
directions. Upon the surface the eternal 
mutual debt, the obligation existing be- 
tween society and its smallest members, 
may appear altruistic. As a matter of cold 
fact, the principle is at its basis economic 
and not sentimental or religious. ! 

Take, for illustration, the action of the 
Fulton county commissioners with regard 
to juvenile reformatories. Some years ago, 
an institution for white juvenile offenders 
was established and is today operating with 
splendid effect. The wisdom of establish- 
ing also a reformatory for negro juvenile 
law-breakers was at first doubted. The 
commissioners finally concluded that the 
negro who became a chronic criminal be- 
cause of early neglect was as much a tax 
on society as the white man. They dis- 
covered it would pay to help make the 
negro good. A negro reformatory is now 
assured. 

That is but an 
munity that deliberately 
members drift into misery, 
dolence, blithely contending that it is none 
of its business, is simply laying up trouble 
and expense for itself.

And if 
the government devoted the attention it 
should to reducing the appalling waste of 
human life in this country, there would be 
few objections raised on constitutional 
grounds. And solitary would be the courts 
that. sustained such objections.

Editor Constitution: I want to congratu- 
late you upon the sincere philanthropy 
preached in your editorial on little Roy 
Thomas’ attempted suicide. I was reared an 
orphan, my father having died when I was 
2 years old and my mother when I was 
7 years‘old. I think I know their troubles. 
A kind aunt gave me a home, and I can 
truthfully say there never lived a happier 
child from 5 years of age till I was 13, when 
my aunt’s husband died and darkness Cov- 
ered the earth again for me. 

In my aunt's love and goodness I learned 
extravagance, but nothing practical. This 
is the most mistaken love imaginable. At 
14 years of age a young brother and my- 
self went on a large farm that formerly 
made 100 bales of cotton, and its equal value 
in tobacco, but under reconstruction, soon 
after the war, had gone to ruin.

Editor Constitution: A recent editorial in 
The Constitution criticises the federal gov- 
ernment for lax attention to the public health 
and urges that at least the same attention 
be given to human beings as to animals. 

I beg to assure you that the committee 
charged with the subject of the public heaith 
has never failed to give due attention to it. 
The federal government derives its jurisdic- 
tion health Yrom its jurisdiction over 
commerce. The concurrent obligation of 
keeping that commerce healthy and prevent- 
the spreading of diseases in connection 
We first provided an 
adequate quarantine law. We then gradu- 
ally built up an efficient marine hospital 
service. We heard the advocates of a public 
health department for weeks and months 
and examined every one of them minutely. 
Every one of them cancerned with any of 
the existing health activities swore that all 
the other health bureaus could go in the de- 
partment, but that his own should not and 
could not. The net result of all of it was 
that there wasn’t a solitary one of the bu- 
reaus that wanted to go into the depart- 
ment of health. Every department wanted 
to retain its own instrumentalities. It is 
not difficult to understand how that is abso- 
lutely true with the army and navy. As a 
verdict on the case,: our committee unani- 
mously reported a bill converting the ma- 
rine hospital service, which has been a very 
efficient service, into a public health serv- 
ice and giving it all the jurisdiction that 
the constitution of the United States will 
permit it to have. We could not enact that 
bill into law last congress, though it passed

“I have heard a great 
Career about this or tliat

So said Thurlow Weed one afternoon in 
1877 while he was chatting with me in the 
little reception room of his New York house. 
At that time Mr. Weed was nearly blind. 
I observed that he occasionally put out his 
hand until it at last touched the sleeve of 
my coat, evidently for the purpose of learn- 
ing how near I was to him, so that he could 
modulate’ his voice to my convenient hearing. 

“I think that the most extraordinary po- 
litical accident that made some great careers 
and marred some others occurred during the 
first administration of President Andrew 
Jackson,” he continued. 

“Some years after Martin Van Buren had 
retired from the presidency IT had a pleasant 
conversation with him. -I then ventured to 
ask him something about the Peggy O'Neill 
incident, or, as it was called, the ‘ladies’ 
battle,’ which occurred in Jackson’s cabinet. 
Van Buren changed the subject and I per- 
ceived that he did not want to talk about It. 

“After Lewis Cass had been nominated 
for president by the democracy in 1848, T 
met ‘Prince’ John Van Buren, Martin Van 
Buren’s son. He came into my office one 
afternoon just as TI had finished my editorial 
work upon The Albany Evening Journal. We 
spoke of Lewis Cass’ nomination for presi- 
dent. a nomination which John Van Buren 
said he should bolt. I then told ‘Prince’ 
John that I at one time attempted to sound 
his father upon the Peggy O'Neill inctdent, 
and said, furthermore, that the attempt was 
a failure. ‘Prince’ John laughed as he told 
me that nobody had ever been able to get 
his father to talk about the Peggy O'Neil! 
war. 

“*Well,” said I, ‘the women’s battle tn 
Jackson's cabinet has ‘nade history. Our 
political history would have been very dif- 
fereht but for that “Battle of the Dames.” ’

“Your father was secretary of state In 
Jackson's administration. He and Jackson

“In the cabinet, as secretary of war, was 
Major Eaton, husband of the famous Peggy 
O'Neill. Mrs. Eaton, for some reason never 
fully explained. was not regarded as the 
social equal of the other ladies of the cabi- 
net. Mrs. Calhoun, who was a woman of 
exquisite very’ high breeding. most 
charming manners and intellectually well 
worthy to bé the wife of John C. Calhoun, 
put her foot down and said that she would 
not recognize Peggy O'Neill.” 

“‘Well, you remember what happened. 
Jackson got very angry. Hé was especially 
angry at Calhoun. That incident has always 
been presumed to be the beginning of the 
estrangement of Jackson and Calhoun. At 
all events, Jackson's personal hostility un- 
doubtedly cost Calhoun the democratic nom- 
ination in 1836. Jackson reorganized his 
entire cabinet. Your father, who had acted 
with singular discretion at the time of this 
“Battle of the Dames.” was appointed min- 
ister to England by Jackson and it was at 
that time Jackson determined that your fa- 
ther should be the candidate for vice presi- 
dent in 1832 and should succeed him at the 
end of his second term. That is exactly 
what happened. 

“Then, again, in the reorganization of 
Jackson's cabinet Lewis Cass, of Michigan, 
appeared as secretary of war.

The dispatch adds that Mr. Morgan 
ls today being brought back to Naples 
on board the steamship Caronia and 
that he is accompanied by two physi- 
cians and two nurses. 

The repcrt was given out by The ©x- 
.hange Telegraph company and has not 
been confirmed or even mentioned 
through any other news source. A pri- 
vate wire says he had an attack of 
indigestion, but is better. 

Recovering From Attack. 

New York, February 17.-—J. P. Mor- 
Zan, Jr., today received a cablegram 
from his father at Alexandria, Egypt, 
saying that he had so far recovered 
from an attack of acute indigestion he 
suffered recently that he had decided 
to return to Cairo and not go to 
Europe, as at first planned. 

An active member of J. P. 
& Company affirmed that Mr. Mor- 
gan had an acute attack of indigestion 
Tuesday or Wednesday of last week, 
and added that J. P. Morgan, Jr., had 
on Saturday received most reassuring 
advices from his father, indicating , 
that the attack was practically over 
at that time.

| BIG REDUCTIONS MADE 


IN SUNDRY CIVIL BILL 


Washington, February 17.—The sun- 
dry civil appropriation bill, carrying 
& total of $113,271,615, including $4,- 
870,000 for Panama canal forts, was re- 
ported to the house today by the ap- 
propriations committee. It also rec- 
ommends $16,265,393 for the construc- 
tion work. 

The committee cut the president's 
estimates by $25,519,020, and the total 
carried by the bill is $4,855,368 under 
the appropriations for the current 
fiscal year. The bill omits the pro- 
posed appropriation of $75,000 to con- 
tinue the president's inquiry into 
methods of transacting public  busi- 
ness, but allows $25,000 for the presi- 
dent's traveling expenses. The total 
appropriations recommended for ex- 
penses of the executive mansion, in- 
cluding the traveling expenses of the 
president, is $410,600, an increase of 
20,000 altogether for the white house. 

The so-called economy board, offi- 
cially termed “the president's commis- 
sion On economy and efficiency,” will 
cease existence on June 30 next, unless 
the house or senate restores the item 
relating to it. The president had rec- 
ommended $250,000 for the next fiscal 
year. 

The committee also eliminated the 
recommended $170,000 for military 
structures for the Philippines and the 
$200,000 recommended for suppression 
of white slave traffic.

| OWNERS OF.PATENTS 
CAN’T CONTROL PRICES 


New York, February 17.—The United 
States district court today denied to 
owners of patents the right to fix the 
price for the re-sale of their patented 
articles. Judge Ray, who rendered the 
decision, held that the dealer who as- 
sents to fix prices as demanded by the 


patentee becomes a party to an illegal 
combination {fn restraint of trade. In 
this respect the decision carries out 
the purpose of a bill now before con- 
gress. 

The action was brought by the 
Waltham Watch company, of Waltham, 
Mass., against Charles A. Keene, a New 
York jeweler, to restrain the defendant 
from selling for less than a fixed price 
watch movements made by the Wal- 
tham company. Every watch contained 
a notice that the retailer bound him- 
self to regard the price agreement. 
Mr. Keene held that after purchasing 
the watches they became exclusive 
property and that he could sell them 
for whatever he wished. 

In sustaining this contention, Judge 
Ray declared that this case had no 
parelle] in the Henry v. Dick case, 
where the supreme court held that the 
patentee was entitled to make certain

scious, Physicians were immediately 
called in, but wave no hope for his life. 

Mrs. Hodnett was prostrated during 
the greater part of the day by the 
tragedy in her home; and required med- 
ical aid. 

Life insurance of the value of $25,000 
is said to be in force on the life of 
Mr. Hodnett, who was 43 years old, 
and who came to Atlanta from Jones- 
boro.
